Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Buttmans Big Butt Backdoor Babes 

is Not Approved 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick Buttman's Big Butt Backdoor Babes promotes the depiction and image of the 
female buttocks for male sexual gratification. The title of the publication, along with the 
concentrated photographic images of female buttocks and genitalia are degrading dehumanising 
and demeaning to women in their portrayal of such an image. The degrading, dehumanising, and 
demeaning effect of the photographs is reinforced by the retention of the sexually express nature 
of the captions. 

Given these representations of nudity and sexual conduct, the Classification Office considers that 
if the publication were submitted under si 3(1) of the FVPC Act, it would be classified as an 
objectionable publication pursuant to s23 of the Act. The Classification Office has reached this 
decision in light of the explicit sexual activity represented on the slick and the sustained imagery of 
female buttocks. 

In taking into account NZBR Act matters, the Classification Office is of the opinion that the 
sustained focus on the buttocks and genitals of female models and the presentation of specific 
female body parts for the sexual gratification of men is sufficiently injurious to the public good that 
restrictions on its availability are able to be demonstrably justified. 

The video slick Buttman's Big Butt Backdoor Babes is not approved.
